1. Under resolution voted by 


the senate committee, if a presi- 
dent, had served less than one 
year he would be eligible for an 
additional two full terms. 


The house bill provided that if 


the president served any part of 
a term he would be eligible for 
only one additional full term. 


2. The senate measure would 


require ratification by conventions 
in three-fourths of the states, 
rather than by the' legislatures of 
three-fourths of the states.

fiscal year. The bill deals only 
with deficiencies in funds already 
appropriated for the current fiscal 
year ending June 30.

northwest of here, Saturday on 
a flight to Bogota from Barrang- 
quilla, about 500 miles north. 


The plane struck about 2 p. m. 


near the top of a 1,000-foot preci- 
pice climaxing an elevation of 
about 9,000 feet above sea level. 
The wreckage blew up, scattering- 
bodies and debris of the plane over1 
the cliff face and a steep ravine 
below.

Recounted by Boyle 


AP Correspondent Finds 


Family Album More In- 


viting Than Film 


By HAL BOYLE 


New York, Feb. 17—(AP) — 


When the nwghboihood movie is 
featuring one of those films about 
psychopathic people with psycho- 
pathic problems, I stay at home 
and thumb through my wife's old 
family album. 


Each faded picture shows a long 


dead face that once diew breath 
and had problems. Frances tells 
me the real life story behind the 
faces and how they met those 
vanished problems. 
It is much 


more fun than a movie. 


My favorite is my grandmother- 


in-law Gray, who still looks out 
fiom the battered album with the 
dignity of a duchess, her black 
eyes snapping under hair of snow. 


The thing Grandmother Gray 


.had was the courage to carry her 
burden. 


Had Two Suitors 


Once upon a time she was young 


and slender and fair, with dark 
eloquent eyes and 
black 
hair, 


llartha LeForce was about the 
prettiest thing over 15 in Carth- 
age, Mo , and two young men in 
paiticular thought so. 


Martha liked Vincent Gray. But 


she loved the other suitor—let's 
call him Robeit. Both boys knew 
how they stood. 


The Civil war broke out. and 


both suitors went off to fight on 
the northern side. 


Both suitors 
wrote 
to 
her 


through the years of battle, but 
toward the end the letteis from 
Robert ceased abruptly. Vincent 
Gray returned, limping from a 
bad spinal wound, and he renewed 
hisisuit. 


Martha clung to the small gold 


band that Robert had given her— 
in those days they often gave en- 
gagement rings that look like the 
wedding rings of today. But when 
the war had been over several 
months and no word came from 
her "true love," Vincent finally 
convinced her Robert was dead or 
had no wish to ictuin. 


Letters Came Too Late 


So one day. all in white, she 


walked out a church dooi on Vin- 
cent Gray's arm, his wife. And 
befoie the sun set on her wedding 
day a large packet of letters came 
from her 
absent 
"true love" 


Robert was in a hospital, badly 
wounded. He wrote he loved her 
dearly and would come to her as 
soon as he could be moved." 


But in those days people took 


senously the words, "whom God 
hath joined together let no man 
put asunder" Martha Gray sat 
down and wrote the last letter she 
ever sent the man she loved. He 
never came home and she never 
saw him or had word from him 
again. 


She never spoke his name, yet 


Robert was an unseen ghost be- 
tween her and her husband, who 
always was troubled by the knowl- 
edge she had married him only 
through affectionate pity. 


Martha bore him four daugh- 


ters, and the sad man only said: 


"Four daughters I have to feed 


and clothe and not a son to cheer 
my heart.'' 


Supported Her Family 


But it was Grandmother Gray 


who had to feed and clothe them. 
Vincent Gray died young fiom the 
after-effect of his war wound. 


Martha Gray never bustled but 


she was full of a tremendous 
quiet eneigy. She was a wonder- 
ful cook. She opened a boarding 
house. 
Morning she cooked and 


cleaned. 
In the aitcmoons and 


evenings she sewed clothes for her 
daughters. Three she sent through 
college. 


Once a boarder, seeing her bent 


cheerfully over her sou mg ma- 
chine, put his hand lightly on her 
shoulder and said: 


"Your little hanfis should never 


have harder work than tins to do " 


And Giandmother Giay. without 


turning her head or missing a 
stitch, said very firmly:

Foreign trade doesn't sparkle when 
mentioned on paper but it pumps 
blood into nations, including our 
own. 


The Democrats and Republicans 


in congress have been arguing for 
weeks over the way we handle our 
foreign trade. 


Good foreign trade, with this 


country talcing the lead, is a 
cornerstone in the State Depart- 
ment's plans for a prosperous 
world. 


There's a big foreign market in 


nations 
which need 
American 


goods, and a lot of Americans can 
be employed in making those 
goods. 


If we sell them, "we must buy 


from them. This will help their 
employment and give them dollars 
to buy more of our goods. 


Right here tariffs come in. The 


Republicans have been doing most 
of their arguing on tariffs. 


Protect Home Goods 


Tariffs are the duty or tax 


placed .on goods brought into this 
country," or any country, from 
abroad. 
To protect the home- 


made goods from being undersold 
by imported goods. 


High tariffs have been a tradi- 


tional policy of the Republicans. 


But there is always the prob- 


lem: What kind of tariffs and how 
high? Here is the background: 


In 1930, when the Republicans 


controlled congress, they passed 
the Smoot-Hawley law. boosting 
tariffs to the highest point in our 
history. 


Other countries, finding it tough 


to sell their goods here, took action 
of their own. 


They either hiked~tariffs against 


us or set a limit on the amount of 
goods we could sell them. , 


That period, also saw the begin- 


ning of the world-wide depression. 


The foreign ti-ade of this coun- 


try, badly smashed in the depres- 
sion, was shot to pieces. 


Our foreign trade, according to 


the State Department, dropped 
two-thirds between 1929 and 1932. 
The Democrats came to power in 
1933.

To pump up foreign trade, the 


Democratic-controlled .congress in 
1934 passed the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act. It worked like 
this: 


If a country v.-ould take some of 


our goods, lowering their tariffs, 
\ve'<J take some of their goods, 
lowering our tariffs. 


This didn't apply to all their ex- 


ports. We'd lower tariffs only for 
certain agreed-upon items. 


The law permits our tariffs on 


certain items to be cut as • much. 
as 75 per cent below -what they 
were in 193-1. 


The trade agreement law v.-asn't 


everlasting. It came up in con- 
gress in 1937. 1940. 1943. 1945. to 
~be renev.-ed or killed. It was al- 
ways renewed. 


But there was argument: From 


some Republicans ar.d from some 
businessmen \vho complained of 
injury from the competition or 
foreign imports. 


Wait Until 3943 


Now the arguments of Republi- 


cans have more force than ever 
"before because they control con- 
gress for the first time since the 
reciprocal trade law was passed in 
1934. 


In renewing the law in 1945. the 


Democratic congress said it should 
continue till 194S. How then can 
the Republicans do anything now? 


Here's how: 
In April we are to send delegates 


to a meeting of 19 nations, includ- 
ing our own. in Geneva. Switzer- 
land. 


There we are supposed to draw- 


no one big agreement, involving: 
tariff cuts, with the other 18 na- 
tions. 


"In addition, -we and they are 


to work out a charter for an inter- 
national Trade Organization. 


Thinking of that Geneva meet- 


ng and the tariff cuts which may 
be worked out there, the' Republi- 
cans have been talking plenty. 


But, although they've never been 


very happy about the program, at 
least in details, they're divided on 
what they want done now. 


Some want the whole program 


suspended until they can investi- 
gate it. 
This would knock the 


Geneva meeting into the bleachers. 


Some /want changes in the pro- 


gram now, even though they figure 
they'll have to wait till 194S, when 
the act is up for renewal, to make 
deep changes.

A number of people nave asked 


recently why 1 don't write about 
the problem of Palestine. 1 have 
replied that I don't know enough 
about it, that a brief column is 
insufficient even to outline the 
high points of the problem fanly. 


Kol being a Jew. never having 


been in a nazi internment camp 
nor the victim of a Polish pogrom, 
I cannot piesume to even try to 
place myself in the position of one 
whose eye is on the Promised 
Land, or one who yearns foi actual 
physical safety. 


:sTot being a Moslem Arab. 1 


cannot know .his feeling of en- 
croachment, his desert pride, ins 
antipathy 
t o w a i d 
imperialist 


po\\er. his fear o£ being dominated 
by a smaller but more cohersive 
gioup than his own. 


Palestine Battleground 


Not being a Butish officer. I 


cannot know piecisely what Pales- 
Une mean.? to Britain's safety, al- 
though I know it is a watchtowei 
o\ er the middle eastern oil so es- 
sential for her fleet, and over the 
gieat artery of the Suez 
I cannot 


know positively that British tradi- 
tions.' that British pnde. do not 
play moie of a icle in the Pales- 
tine trouble than is admitted on 
the surface. 


I don't know whether a. Jewish 


national state should be formed in 
a world where national states now 
stand as piobably the greatest 
barriers against solution of its 
general problems. 
I don't know 


whether there is any possibility of 
reconciling Jew and Arab political 
interests in one country, any more 
than it has been proved possible 
"for the Moslem and the Hindu in 
India. 


All I know is that Palestine has 


become a battleground for the Jew, 


, the Arab and the Buton, repre- 


senting 
three 
of 
the 
world's 


most tenacious peoples. 


Problem Must Cool Off 


I know that man's deepest emo- 


tions—his religious beliefs, his 
possessiveness, his pnde, his fear— 
are involved. 


The British have announced their 


intention of submitting the whole 
auestion to the United Xations. al- 
though that body is hardly yet 
prepared for such a problem. It is 
not onry a matter of economics, of 
land title, of military and social 
import. It has also become a mat- 
ter of the heart. 


Bitter propaganda flows from all 


sides, and from factions on all 
sides. It has reached the point 
where not even the most judicially 
equitable solution would be gen- 
erally acceptable. 


All I knoxv is that compassion 


is needed, that some means of 
abating this heat must be found 
before anything else can oe ac- 
complished.

Is Rocky One 


[Washington—This is a. 'red hot 


season:in congress for changing 
the constitution. 


But changing it is no cinch. 
At least 35 members of the 


house and about six senators have 
proposed changes of one kind or 
another in the past month. 


Only one has been acted upon, 


and it probably will be the only 
one this year, judging from past 
performances. 


Since 1789 there have been only 


21 amendments to the constitution 
although 26 were proposed to the 
.states by congress. 


Of all the proposals made this 


year, only This has been acted 
upon:. To limit the president to 
two terms. 


The house approved. But before 


it can become part of the consti- 
tution, two thirds of the senate 
and 36 of the 48 states must also 
approve. 


Some of the other proposals in 


: the past months were for: 


Equal rights for women, a 25 


percent limit on all income taxes 
. fourryear .terms for members of 
the house, abolishing the polltax. 


Why It's So Hard 


Here's some history to show why 


it's hard to change the constitu- 
tion: 


'. After .the Revolutionary war the 


republic was in danger of falling 
apart because the states were so 
loosely held together. 


So all the "states sent delegates 


to Philadelphia in 1787 to do some- 
thing about it. 


They worked for months and 


drew up a constitution. It's pur- 
•pose: 


To let the states have plenty of 


freedom but keep a strong central 
government. 


This stitched the states together. 


Because it did. the men of 1787 put 
in rigid rules to make it hard for 
future generations to change the 
constitution 
without, plenty . of 


thought. 


States JMust Approve 


, Here are the two main points:, 


1. A change can be proposed by 


congress or by the states. 


2. But final approval must al- 


ways corne from the states. 


Here's how it works: 
1. Congress can propose a', con- 


stitutional amendment by a two- 
thirds vote of both house and sen- 
ate.

In\ a quavering voice, Helen 
Dortch Longstreet, widow of 
famed Confederate Gen. James 
Longstreet, faced a Georgia leg- 
islative committee in Atlanta and 
denounced the Talmadge white 
primary bill as "monstrous" and 
"infamous."

So much for the way changes 


are proposed. 
Here's how they 


must be approved: 


1. By three-fourths of the'State 


legislatures, now 36 of 48. . 


2. Or by delegates elected by the 


voters to special state constitution- 
al conventions in three-fourths .of 
t h e states. - ' • ' - . ' . . . . 


(Congress decides whether the 


approving shall be done by legis- 
latures or state conventions). 


•-• No Time Limit Required 


Of the 21 amendments to the 


constitution, the first 20 were ap- 
proved by state legislatures. 


The 21st amendment—which re- 


pealed 
the 
iSth 
(Prohibition) 


amendment—was okayed by state 
conventions. 


Congress can. but doesn't have 


to, set a time limit for the states 
to approve aji amendment. 


Last 
week's 
proposal—if 
it 


passes by the senate—must be 
approved within seven years, 


In 1924 congress proposed the 


Child Labor amendcment but so 
far. 23 years later, only 27 of the 
necessary 35 states have approvcd. 


This amendment, which had no 


time limit, would enable congress 
to regulate child labor. 


Four Proposals Rejected 


As noted earlier, congress has 


proposed 26 constitutional amend- 
ments to the states. But they've 
approved only 21.
